Columbus. O., Nov. 
13.—Former 
Governor Malcolm R. Patterson, twice 
elected chief executive of Tennessee 
on a “wet** ticket, addressing the Anti­ 
saloon League convention here today, 
made an impassioned plea for prohibi­ 
tion. He said:. 
“I am aware that US have sudden­ 
ly changed the views I once asserted 
and proclaimed from one end of Ten­ 
nessee to the other has excited sur­ 
prise. I am neither ashamed nor abash 
ed so acknowledge the wrong.** 
Commenting on one of the messages 
to the Tennessee legislature in which 
he opposed legislation to regulate the 
liquor traffic, h e-declared that at tha 
time those were his honest convic­ 
tions, based upon misguided judgment, 
and said: 
“if this message had to stand as my 
last expression on the liquor ques­ 
tion I would consume it in the living 
fires and erase it forever from the 
minds and memories of men. 
“I have seen the trail of liquor in 
criminal courts where I have prose­ 
cuted crime. I know and have been 
atparticipant in its paralyzing and 
corroding influence in the social and 
public life. As the governor of Ten­ 
nessee I have seen it a veritable cen­ 
ter of storm around which gathered 
its defenders and assailants and from 
which sprang division in parties, dis­ 
putes in families and disscusons in 
churches. 
“I have seen it draw down many as­ 
sociates of my boyhood, blasting their 
hopes and consigning them to untime­ 
ly graves. I have seen its forked light­ 
ning strike my first born, the child of 
my young manhood, and I have borne 
with him the suffering and tried to 
help him in his brave but sometimes 
m elancholy struggle for redemption 
At last I have felt its foul and steal­ 
thy blow as it turned upon me its 
deadly wrath. 
“I favor prohibition in any form 
that will either reduce or destroy the 
liquor traffic. I favor it person wide, 
town wide, state wide, nation wide and 
world wide.**

BY HIM SILENCE REFUSES TO AC- 
CEDE TO DEMANDS OF UNIT. 
ED STATES. 
City of Mexico, Nov. 12.—Gen. Vic­ 
torian© Huerta Tacitly refused tonight 
to accede to the demands of the Unit­ 
ed States, expressed in an ultimatum 
sent to him by President Wilson's per­ 
sonal representative, John Lind. 
Gee. Huerta was notified early to­ 
day that unless he returned an answer 
by 6 o'clock this evening to the ef­ 
fect that he would prevent the newly 
elected congress from convening and, 
furthermore, make this action known 
to the members of the diplomatic 
corps by midnight, the United States 
would have no further parleying with 
the Mexican government. 
Mr. Lind waited until 6 o'clock and 
received no answer. He then made ar­ 
rangements for his departure on a 
train leaving for Vera Cruz at 8 
o’clock. It was announced, however, 
that Gen. Huerta 
had 
one more 
chance—that if he took the action de­ 
manded by midnight the fact that he 
failed to reply to Mr. Lind within the 
time specified would be overlooked. 
Mk. Lind could see no reason to sup­ 
pose that Huerta intended to accede. 
Nelson O’Shaughnessy, the charge, 
was the messenger who delivered the 
ultimatum. He was unable to get Into 
perso n touch with Gen. Huerta, but 
left the message at the president’s of­ 
fice. 
It was intimated tonight at the pal­ 
ace that Gen. Huerta had not received 
the note in time to give K full con­ 
sideration. This, however, did not ap­ 
pear to Mr. Lind a valid excuse for 
procrastination.

len G. Thurman, Ohio's “Grand Old 
Bornan/* who, for a generation was 
the leader °f the «Democratic party of 
this state and one of the great men in 
the United States senate for twelve 
years. 
Allen G. Thurman 
was born 
in 
Lynchburg, Va., Nov. 13, 1813. In ear 
ly youth he moved with his parents to 
Chillicothe, O., where he was educat­ 
ed. Young Thurman was private sec­ 
retary to Gov. Lucas, of Ohio, in >1834, 
and the next year was admitted to the 
bar. He was elected to the *29th con­ 
gress and was the youngest member 
of that body. After serving as chief 
justice of the Ohio supreme court he 
wa* Democratic candidate for gov­ 
ernor in 1847, but was defeated by 
Rutherford R Hayes. In 1863 he was 
elected to the United States senate, 
and he.became the acknowledged lead 
er of the Democratic minority. In 1881 
Mr. Thurman was succeeded in the 
senate by John Sherman. In 1888 he 
was unanimously nominated for vice 
president of the United States by the 
Democratic national convention on the 
ticket with Grover 
Cleveland.

death occurred in Columbus on De­ 
cember 12, 1895.

Bennett even then was so old as to 
be decrepit His attentions to Miss 
Biggar resulted in trouble with her 
husband. As a result Haveriy secured 
a divorce. Miss Biggar then left the

On April ll, *1902, Bennett died, and 
Miss Bennett was left 60 per cent of 
his estate under his will. Not content 
with this settlement Miss Biggar, who 
then called herself Mrs. Bennett, put 
in a claim for the entire estate on the 
ground that she was Bennett's widow.
